How can we ask our young fighting 
men to accept, as the fruits of victory, an 
inheritance of poverty out of which there 
is no possible escape under the present 
monetary system? 

The facts of taxation speak loudly for 
themselves. A. single man has only $660 
exempt from taxation; a married man has 
only $1200 so exempt. Under present liv- 
ing costs, this reduces the salaried man to 
a bare existence. The exemptions should 


be at least $950 and $1,500. 


But, one may ask, how can the tremen- 
dous expenses of war be financed without 
high taxation? The answer is by creation 
of currency and credit as required through 
Canada’s own financial. institution, The 
Bank of Canada, and not by piling up huge 
interest debts in the private chartered 
banks in return for mere bookkeeping 
entries: 

The Hon. J. L. Ilsley and his “sound 
money” friends are fond of pointing out, 


_ as evidence of Canada’s prosperity, that 


this country is now the world’s third trad-. 
ing nation. What they forget to add is 
that four-fifths of Canada’s trade is in the 
nature of gifts. This picture of Canadian 
prosperity is entirely spurious. 

The only true prosperity lies in the pur- 
chasing power of a people. Prime Minister 
King realized that when he emphasized 
the need for purchasing power in his advo- 
cacy of family allowances. 

But where or when will there ever be 
Canadian purchasing power so long as, to 
satisfy the greed of the private money 
monopoly, Canadians must groan under a 
crushing load of taxation that will never 
end so long as the debt claim system Of fi- 
nance continues to operate? 

Prosperity without purchasing power 
is impossible. It is like a man trying to 
lift himself by his own bootstraps. Pur- 
chasing power is unattainable under the 
present unnecessary and intolerable rate 
of taxation, which is imposed because Mr. 
lisley refuses stubbornly to implement the 
Liberal election pleciges of 1935 and 1940 
and put The Bank of Canada to the use for 
which it was established. 


Heroic Londoners 


When the history of this war is writ- 
ten, no people or group of people will de- 
serve such high commes ation as the com- 
mon folk of London. What they suffered 
from the blitz in 1940 and 1941 can not be 
told in words. What they are suffering 
now from the robot bombs is even more 
catastrophic. 

We are inclined in this country to be- 
come weary of war. We too have ex- 
perienced strain and hardship and anxiety 
and grief. 

et, if we long for an end to it, what 
of the people of London? They have had 
five years of terror and sudden death, five 
ears of destruction and homelessness. 
eir dwellings and churches and hos- 
pals and public buildings and means of 
velihood have been bombed off the face 
of the earth. 

Still, nowhere in all the world at war 
ds there greater courage or determination 
to see the wretched business through to a 
finish. The heroic Londoners set an ex- 
ample for us all. 


War Inventors 


Already a ripple of resentment has ap- 
peeves in Canada over the allegation of a 
ancouver inventor that in 1937 he pro- 
duced a rocket plane, similar to those 
being used by the Germans over England, 
which was rejected by the department of 
national defence. 

Not only Canada, but Britain and the 
United States, he says, declared they were 
not interested in the invention. 

Now if this is true, heaven only knows 
what other weapons of offense and defence 
died stillborn in the ingenious minds of 
Canadian and British inventors. 

Nevertheless, it would be a mistake to 
condemn the government department for 
this alleged lack of interest. The fact is 
that the pacifist tendency was so strong in 
Canada in 1037 that had the government 
spent a dime on the development of any 
such offensive machine there would have 
been a public protest of no little volume. 

, Canadians have recovered from that

OTTAWA, Aug. 23.—(CP)—A 
Japanese radio announcement of 
typhoon destrustion in January 
disclosed the presence of Cana- 


dian prisoners of war from Hong 
Kong in a prison camp at Niigata, 
a town on the northwest coast of 

Japan, a wartime information 
board release said yesterday. 

Official Canadian inquiries, fol- 
lowing the broadcast, revealed that 
eight unidentified Canadians were 
killed in the typhoon and 21 were 
injured, 

A neutral official visited the 
camp in May and found 13 Cana- 
dian NCO's, 112 privates, along with 
215 Americans, 14 Netherlanders | 
and two Britons. The prisoners had | 
arrived from Hong Kong, Sept, 2, | 
1943, #d from the Philippines Oct. | 
8, 1943.

The camp is outside the danger 
zone, in a healthy district, and ac: | 
commodation, in wooden huts, was 
considered satisfactory, said the re- 
lease. | 

Prisoners have only been al- 
lowed to write once since arrival, 
although theoretically, they may 
send one letter and one postcard 
every four months, Three consign- 
ments of Red Cross parcels have 
been delivered, and an official 
source reported that clothing was 
adequate and the food much im- 
proved, 


There is a medical officor and 
a dentist, but no chaplain, A num- 
ber of the prisoners were suffering 
from beri-beri, digestive troubles, 
dysentery and respiratory diseases, 
although the medical officer said 
there had been considerable im- 
provement in health since moving 
to the Niigata camp, 

Only fit prisoners work. Some of 
them in machine industries, others 
in factories and at the docks for 
which they receive a small remun- 
eration,

Labor Shortage 
Not Expected 


Retard Harvest: 


While a@ definite shortage of 
farm labor exists in Alberta at 
present, no difficulty in harvest- 
ing fall grain crops is expected if 
present plans mature, government 
officials said Wednesday. 

Harvest, help is being recruited 
all across the country by Dominion 
and provincial government ager, 
cies, and is being distributed in 
needy areas, At present more than 
300 members of the armed services 
are working in Alberta fields on 
special harvest leave, with an ad- 
ditional group working on farms 
owned by themselves or relatives, 

Civilian help from the east is al- 
ready moving west, groups of men 
now working in Manitoba. These 
will be directed west to the Alber- 
ta harvest as work is finished 
the eastern province. 

In addition to these two labor 
pools, local available civilian help 
is being directed into agricultural 
channels while pressure of harvest 
work is high. In rural districts, 
townspeople who can be spared are 
being urged to work in the fields. 

Farm women from Ontario are 
being allowed to come west to 
Alberta for the harvest if they 

can leave their work in the east, 
and if they have had farm exper- 
lence. While the women are not 
expected in large numbers, they 
will be useful helping in house- 
work connected with harvesting, 
as well as in running tractors and 
other light duties that would 
otherwise require a man’s atten- 
tion. 

In Alberta, farm labor problems 
are handled by the extension ser- 
vice of the provincial department of 
agriculture, working in conjunction 
with National Selective Service 
and military officials. District agri- 
culturists are in charge of distribu- 
tion of extra workers to farms 
where their Services are priate sedulred:

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German Prisoners of War Obtain 
Parcels From Homeland 


“I know what the Canadian pri- 


soners of war receive in their Red | 


Cross parcels, but I'm curious 
about what German prisoners here 
receive in the way of parcels from 
their country.” Enquiries such as 
this are frequently received by the 
Canadian Red Cross. 

Axis prisoners of war in “the 
Dominion receive rations in strict 
accordance with the terms of the 
1929. Geneva Convention. This 
means that they are fed on the same 
scale as the Canadian troops who 
guard them. So German prisoners 
have not the same vital need of 
food parcels as Canadians in the 
German “stalags.”

SHUTTLE SERVICE 


Consignments for Axis prisoners 
usually come dirett to Lisbon and 
then to this country, but on a few 
occasions a very small amount has 
come on the return trips of the 
British Red Cross “shuttle” ser- 
Vice of ships between Lisbon and 
Marseilles. On arrival in Canada 
the parcels either go direct to the 
camps or in some cases to the In- 
ternational Red Cross Committee's 
delegation in Montreal, who have 
special storage accommodation for 
these parcels.

send, at the cost of one mark each, 
small parcels known as “Typen- 
pakete,” which means standard 
parcel, The “Typenpaketen” weigh 
{from 1'e to two pounds each and 
only a very small number of them, 
about 1,700 a month, are sent to 
{German prisoners here, as com- 
pared with the big consignments of 
next of kin and “permit” parcels 
from this country to Canadian pris- 
oners in Germany, The “Typenpak- 
eten” are of three kinds, one con- 
taining cigarettes or tobacco, an- 
other contain® 'geeb*, nd other 
cleaning materials, and a third con- 
taining sweets and biscuits. 


COLLECTIVE CONSIGNMENTS 
In addition to these individual 
parcels, collective consignments 
are sent by the German Red Cross. 
The food sent in the collective con- 
signments includes rye bread wrap: 
ped in cellophane, tins of apricots 
| and other fruits, powdered and con- 
| densed milk, typical German saus- 
ages of various kinds, some with 
\ fish filling, tinned meat and soup.

HYDE PARK — IT have been re- 
ceiving a number of letters lately 
on the subject of the value of a 
year of military service for our 
boys after the war. From what f 
read in the papers and get in the 
mail, f think there is some con: 
fusion in people's minds. Some are 
thinking about the immediate sit 
uation in the year or two right 
after the close of histilities. Others 
are thinking about a permanent 
program of training that will con- 
tinue into the future, 

Let us take the first considera- 
tion, There will be, when war 
comes to an end, a good many men 
in training who have never been 
overseas, At the same time, there 
will be a need for a number of 
men to act as a police force, or as} 
occupation troops, in different 
parts of the world for varying 
periods, The men who have been 
fighting, and who have lived in 
remote. places for months or even 
years, are going to want to come 
home quickly. It might be pos- 
sible, on a volunteer basis, to get 
enough young men who have never 
been overseas to take the places 
of these veterans. It would give 
many a young man a chance to} 
see the world, without the danger 
Which his brothers lived through 
during the war years. 

The second consideration can 
again be divided. One group asks 
only that. all young men be train- 
ed for a year in some military 
service, These people frequently 
feel that one year is hardly 
adequate to train a man complete- 
ly in any branch of our highly 
mechanized services. Some feel 
that we should aim at getting our 


young. citizens in good physical 
condition through two or three 
months of basic training, and then 
use the rest of the time as a period 
of education in democratic citizen- 
ship. This will permit them to

Freight is carried in the form of 
urgent supplies bound for remote

Formed in August, 1942, the 
flight has been in continuous op- 
eration evor since, in all seasons 
and ‘all weathers, over routes 
where the thermometer some- 
times hits seventy below, or low- 
er. It’s single-engined Norsemen 
twin-engined Beechcraft and 

Lockheeds, have ranged over the 
enormous distances of the Can- 
adian North West in constant and 
regular operations. f 

It’s pots have ceased to be sur- 
prised at any job that comes up. 
When pilots flying over the North 
West Staging Route report out- 
breaks of forest fires in Northern 
Alberta, Northern British Columbia, 
or the Yukon territory, for instance, 
Communications Flight Norseman 
aircraft on floats are immediately 
assigned to the job of flying fire- 
fighters and portable pumping 
equipment to the scene. Swift action 
on their part has helped to keep 
many fires under control this sum- 
mer. They land on the nearest lake, 
set up a temporary base, and stay 
on the job until their assistance 
is no longer needed. 


SERIOUS FIRE ¥ 

The most recent serious fire 
broke out early this month south 
of Fort St. John. Two aircraft of 
the Communications Flight were on 
the job 16 hours a day until it was 
under control. ° 

The pilots have had their quota 
of “mercy flights,” too, The latest 
one was made when word was -re 
ceived of a woman expecting a baby 
and, urgently needing medical as- 
sistance in the flooded Pembina 
river valley, where roads were com- 
pletely impassable. The Norseman 
carried a RCAF medical officer and 
nursing sister, who went along to 
render immediate assistance to the 
patient, When they got to the area, 
they found that hospitalization was 
essential, and the Norseman, which 
had already bogged down in one 
muddy field on landing, had to take 
off from another field where local 
residents had cleared a runway 
through the low scrub. 

With three passengers aboard, 
the Norseman’s pilot just man- 
aged to get out of the field, clip- 
ping the tops of some trees as he 
took off. He landed at Edmonton 
after dark, having switched off 
the engine because the throttle 
was jammed wide open after a 
twig from one of the trees had 
been driven into the intake. The 
woman went safely to hospital 
and gave birth to a 10-pound baby. 

Forced landings in the uninhabit- 
ed territory of the North West 
usually mean being stranded in a 
vast wilderness, so reliability of 
aircraft and engines is of the ut- 
most importance. Bach aircraft car- 
ries a crewman, who keeps.the en- 
gines in shape and checks over the 
machine when it lands at lonely 
bases where no maintenance men 
are available. The flight is more 
than usually proud of its ground 
crews, who have worked so effi- 
8) ciently in the severe northern cli- 
mate that mechanical failures are 
extremely rare.

their company. “We went out on 
a patrol, did our job and | got @ 
medal,” is the way he put it. 

But actually it was his leader- 
ship that was greatly responsible 
for the success of the action, The 
patrol was split up, and Sergeant 
Cheshire with two other men scaled 
a high cliff, captured nine Germans 
—he captured six of them single 
handed, killed six more, wiped out 
a machine gun nest and by sheer 
audacity and surprise the patrol 
got back safely with the loss of 
one man, and the injury of one 
other, 

He continued with the regiment 
in Italy, was hit by shrapnel in the 
back once, but it failed to put him 
out of action, On Oct, 27, 1043, the 
vehicle in which he was travelling 
tipped over, he broke both legs and 
after months of hospitalization has 
now been returned to Canada, 

He was decorated by His Majesty 
King George on May 16 last. 

Of the thirty-one Alberta men 
who arrived in Calgary, 13 were 
stretcher cases and six were walk 
ing wounded, and most of them 
had seen action on the battlefronts 
of Europe.
